GOVERNMENT DENIES BLAME

Mex ico City , Feb. 24.—The depo sed 
president and v ice president. Francis­ 
co I. Madero and Pino Su arez, were 
» ho t to death at 11 o ’clo ck Satu rday 
night while a gu ard o f ru rales was 
taking them fro m the natio nal palace 
to the penitentiary . 
General 
Hu erta, 
the 
pro v isio nal 
president, and Francisco De La Barra, 
the premier, hav e disav o wed the kill 
ing and hav e info rmed the United 
States go v ernment that Madero and 
Su arez were killed by the bu llets o f 
their o wn friends in an attem pt to 
rescu e them. 
They say that the go v ­ 
ernm ent pro fo u ndly deplo res the o c­ 
cu rrence and will track do wn and pu n­ 
ish the mu rderers. 
The American am bassado r believ es 
the go v ernment had no hand in the 
assassinatio n and accepts General Hu ­ 
e rta ’s and De La Barra's statem ent as 
accu rate and sincere. 
There are the 
u gliest ru mo rs to the co ntrary . .Many 
o f the peo ple believ e that Madero and 
Su arez, like Gu stav o Madero , were the 
v ictims o f that sho cking ex pedient o f 
dictato rs, iro nically kno wn as Ley de 
Fu ga (the law o f the fu gitiv e), and 
that the go v ernment emplo y ed a trick 
frequ ently u sed by Po rfirio Diaz when 
he desired to rid himself o f peo ple 
dangero u s to the welfare o f the re­ 
pu blic. 
The wido w o f Madero o btained po s­ 
sessio n o f his bo dy o nly after Ambas­ 
sado r Wilso n had interceded fo r her. 
Nearly pro strated fro m the frightfu l 
news that bad co me to her, she plead­ 
ed pitifu lly all mo rning fo r permissio n 
to see the bo dy . 
The go v ernment re­ 
fu sed. 
Mr. Wilso n called u po n De La 
B arra and persu aded him to grant So ­ 
no ra Madero ’s requ est. 
At 2 o ’clo ck 
Su nday afterno o n General 
Blanqu et 
deliv ered the bo dy to Alberto Perez, 
Señ o ra Madero ’s bro ther. 
The go v ­ 
ernm ent had planned to acco rd the 
bo dy o f the ex -president fu ll military 
ho no rs o n acco u nt o f Madero ’s fo rmer 
high rank, bu t the plan was finally 
abando ned as inex pedient. The city is 
qu iet to day u nder the iro n hand o f Hu ­ 
erta. 
The peo ple hav e no t dared to 
ex press o penly what tho u sands are 
whispering.

Cardenas and a fo rce o f two o fficers, 
an o rderly and sev en ru rales were a t­ 
tacked in the Calle Le Cu mberri, at 
two -thirds o f the distance fro m the 
natio nal palace to the penitentiary , by 
fiv e armed men, who sho u ted “ Viv e 
M adero !” 
and 
instantly 
discharged 
their rifles and pisto ls at the au to mo ­ 
bile. 
Simu ltaneo u sly , 
abo u t 
thirty 
men ran fro m side streets and fired 
v o lley s, killing Madero and Su arez in­ 
stantly . 
One o f the attacking party 
was killed, sev eral were wo u nded and 
a few were arrested by Majo r Carde­ 
nas and his ru rales. 
The bo dies o f 
Madero , Su arez and the wo u ld-be res­ 
cu er were taken to the penitentiary 
and Majo r Cardenas immediately co m­ 
mu nicated with President Hu erta. 
The o ther v ersio n o f the assassina­ 
tio ns, o ne that is fearfu lly whispered 
abo u t the capital to day , is that the 
ex ecu tio n o f Madero and o f Su arez had 
been determ ined u po n by the Hu erta 
go v ernment becau se o f the belief that 
the co u ntry co u ld nev er be pacified I 
with Madero aliv e. 
Many j>eo ple ex ­ 
pect that the go v ernment will pu nish i 
M ajo r Cardenas and hi» men in o rder j 
to ex press o fficial disappro v al and to

appease pu blic dissatisfactio n.

Cardenas, an o fficer in who m ITesi 
dent H u erta has perfect co nfidence, 
was su mmo ned to the president's o f 
lice and receiv ed instru ctio ns to co n­ 
v ey Madero and Su arez to the peni­ 
tentiary , Majo r Cardenas, with two o f 
fleers, an o rderly and sev en ru rales, 
made carefu l preparatio ns.

ders. 
They were in bed.

Opposed to each oilier as leaders of 
the powerful forces which have rived 
Mexico. President Francisco !. Madero 
and General Felix Diaz, are remark ­ 
able men. 
The one a dreamer and idealist, tiie 
other a brilliant, dashing tighter, they 
are interesting ty pes of patriots. 
Pres­ 
ident Madero has alway s been called 
the dreamer. 
His idealism and the 
pleasing personality he has were ef­ 
fective in rousing his country to the 
rebellion which overthrew Diaz, but 
the qualities of idealism were not of 
the sort required to rule the country 
In peace, as the recent outbreak proves. 
His rule has been for two y ears and is 
generally believed to have been incom­ 
petent. 
General Diaz, forty -four y ears old. is 
a nephew of that iron dictator Por- 
firio Diaz. 
The y ounger man is said 
to have all the traits of his famed un­ 
cle. with a few additional qualities fit­ 
ting him to leadership. 
lie is said 
among 
other things, to 
possess 
a 
charmed life, just as his uncle has 
Both have been under fire many times, 
their escapes from bullets fired point 
blank and from other perilous predic­ 
aments being parallel. 
General Diaz escaped from prison 
several 
times besides the recent oc­ 
casion when his followers stormed the 
prison and rescued him. 


Ris e of M ad ero . 
When Mexico’s iron man, Porflrio 
I>iaz, turned a deaf ear to the rum ­ 
blings of discontent and set himself 
up for the presidency once more, after 
having been virtually 
a dictator for 
twenty six y ears, few were courageous 
enough to interpose themselves be­ 
tween the dictator and his ambition. 
The bravest of the few was a y oung 
man who had won merit as a mathe­ 
matician, poet, philosopher and au­ 
thor; who had been a planter and a 
winemak er; who had all his life been 
a dreamer, an idealist. 
Early in 1910 this y oung man, whose 
name was Francisco ludalecia Made­ 
ro, raised his voice so loudly that all 
Mexico listened. 
The quiet scholar 
dared more than the soldier enemies 
of the dictator. 
He took his life in his hands and an­ 
nounced he was a candidate for the 
presidency . 
So certain were President 
Diaz and his adherents of their bold 
upon the government that they re­ 
garded y oung Madero as a crack brain­ 
ed but harmless agitator. 


C h a r g e d With In san it y. 
The Mexican people were told that 
tho Madero family was tainted with 
insanity and that Francisco possessed 
the delusion that the soul of Father 
Hidalgo, the liberator of Mexico, had 
entered his body . 
The world learned differently within 
two y ears, when the aged Diaz fled 
from his country , took ship for Europe 
and heard as he went the cannon 
booming salutes for the triumphant 
Madero, provisional president of Mex­ 
ico. 
Madero was born Oct. 4, 1S73, on the 
Hacienda del Rosario, in the state of 
Coahuila, In northern Mexico. 
His 
family was one of the richest and 
greatest landholders In the country , 
possessing plantations and industrial 
interests estimated to be worth at 


least $G0.000.(H)0 
Young Madero was sent abroad to 
study . 
He was first a student at a 
college at Versailles, France. 
Liter he 
took courses at the commercial high 
school in Paris in 1S92 and 1893. 
The 
next y ear he was a student in the Uni­ 
versity of California, where he studied 
English literature and agriculture. 
He 
made a special study of rubber and cot­ 
ton planting, fitting himself for the 
task of look ing after some 1G,000,000 
acres composed mostly of rubber and 
cotton plantations. 


D r e a m of Liberty. 
When he returned to his home he set­ 
tled down to be a planter, but the 
dream of freeing the peons and of lift­ 
ing them from virtual slavery obsess­ 
ed him. 
By writing and speeches he tried to 
instill in the laboring Mexican a sense 
of justice, of equality , of liberty and 
of self respect. 
Quietly , though con­ 
stantly spied on by the secret agents 
of the Diaz government, y oung Madero 
strove to stir the natives of the north­ 
ern states to resist the ty rannies of 
the Diaz regime. 
The abuses that Madero preached 
against were principally the maladmin­ 
istration of Diaz, the heavy taxes, the 
cruelty practiced 
011 the defenseless 
peasantry by tin* federal tax collectors, 
the throttling of the press, the greed 
of Diaz's followers, who were mak ing 
millionaires of them-¡elves at the ex­ 
pense of the people, and the never end­ 
ing dictatorship that Diaz bad clamped 
upon the country .

He declared 
he had had nothing to eat during the 
two days that he apparently suffered 
a lapse of memory. 
. Mr. Green was worn and fatigued. 
His drawn features indicated that he 
had undergone a great mental strain 
as well as a physical one from the 
lack of food, and from exposure. He 
was not certain whether he had walk- 
ed from Greenfield to the Mull farm, 
or had been hauled a part of the way 
in some vehicle. 


He conversed freely with the tenant 


on the farm and was willing to talk 
about his Condition. 
Buckley saw 


Green and recognized him on the in- 
stant, but he knewnothing then of the 
circumstances surrounding Green's 
disappearance. lie questioned Green

he knew nothing that had happened 
since he left home.

Slain In Street.

But There Ire Rumors That Us- 


sassination Was Planned. 


Mexico City, Feb. 24.—The deposed 


president and vice president, Francis- 
co I. Madero and Pino Suarez, were 
•hot to death at 11 o'clock Saturday 
night while a guard of rurales was 
taking them from the national palace 
to the penitentiary. 


General Huerta, the 
provisional 


president, and Francisco De La Barra, 
the premier, have disavowed the kill- 
Ing and have informed the United 
States government that Madero and 
Suarez were killed by the.bullets of 
their own friends in an attempt to 
rescue them. They say that the gov- 
ernment profoundly deplores the oc- 
currence and will track down and pun- 
ish the murderers. 


The American ambassador believes 


toe government had no hand in the 
assassination and accepts General Hu- 
erta's and De La Barra's statement as 
accurate and sincere. There are the 
ugliest r.umors to the contrary. Many 
of the people believe that JIadero and 
Suarez, like Gustavo Madero, were-the 
victims of that shocking expedient of 
dictators, ironically known as Ley de 
Fuga (the law of the fugitive), and 
that the government employed a trick 
frequently used by Porflrio Diaz when 
he desired to rid himself of people 
dangerous to the welfare of the re- 
public. 


The widow of Madero obtained pos- 


session of his body only after Ambas- 
sador Wilson had interceded for her. 
Nearly prostrated from the frightful 
news that bad come to her, she plead- 
ed pitifully all morning for permission 
to see the body. The government re- 
fused. Mr. Wilson called upon De La 
Barra and persuaded him to grant Se- 
nora Madero's request. At 2 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon General Blanquet 
delivered the body to Alberto Perez, 
Senora iladero's brother. The gov- 
ernment had planned to accord the 
body of the ex-president full-military 
honors on account of Madero's former 
high rank, but the plan was finally 
abandoned as inexpedient. The city is 
quiet today under the iron band of Hu- 
erta. The people have not dared to 
express openly what thousands are 
whispering. 
The soldiers of Huerta 


and Diaz crowd the streets and the 
government has announced that it will 
brook up opposition. Some accept at 
true tile government's explanation 
Many insist, however, that the killing 
was ordered by the authorities. 


Two Versions of Tragic Tale. 


The ex-president and ex-vice presi 


dent were riddled with bullets while 
they were being driven in an auto 
through the Calle Le Cumberri in the 
Colonia De La Bolsa, not far from the 
penitentiary, their destination. 
The 


Colonia De La Bolsa is the Whitechap- 
el of the capital. Late at night it is 
poorly lighted and lonely save for the 
presence of policemen and unfortu- 
nates. 


According to the official statement 


made 
by the 
government, 
Major 


Cardenas and a force of two officers, 
an orderly and seven rurales were at- 
tacked in the Calle Le Cumberri, at 
two-thirds of the distance from the 
national palace to tbe penitentiars', by 
five armed men, who shouted "Vive 
Madero!" and instantly discharged 
their rifles and pistols at the automo- 
bile. 
Simultaneously, about thirty 


men ran from side streets and fired 
volleys, killing Madero and Suarez in- 
stantly. One of the.attacking party 
was killed, several were wounded and 
a few were arrested by Major Carde- 
nas and his rurales. The bodies of 
Madero, Suarez and the would-be res- 
cuer were taken to the penitentiary 
and Major Cardenas immediately com- 
municated with President Huerta. 


The other version of the assassina- 


tions, one that is fearfully whispered 
about the capital today, is that the 
execution of Madero and of Suarez had 
been determined upon by the Huerta 
government because of the belief that 
the country could never be pacified 
with Madero alive. Many people ex- 
pect that the government will punish 
tUajor Cardenas and his- men in order 
to express official disapproval and to 
appease public dissatisfaction. It is 
insistently rumored that Madero's 
.guards had orders to shoot him and 
Suares before arriving at the peniten- 
tiary. 


At 7 o'clock Saturday night it be- 


came known that President Huerta 
and Foreign Minister De La Barra. af-

to communicate its plan to the Ameri 
can ambassador, representing that the 
transfer was necessary because of rea 
sons of security and humanity. The 
American ambassador approved of the 
plan and had an agreeable talk with 
De La Barra. He was informed thai 
the attorney general was preparing 
the cases against Madero and Suarez 
and that the government would pro- 
ceed in these cases entirely according 
to-the laws of the republic. De La 
Barra went to great length to set be 
fore Mr. Wilson the details of the gov 
ernment's plans regarding -Madero and 
Suarez. 


Details of the Tragedy. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock, Major 


Cardenas, an officer in whom Presi 
dent Huerta has perfect confidence 
was summoned to the president's of 
fice and received instructions to con 
vey Madero and Suarez to the peni 
tentiary. Major Cardenas, with two of 
Beers, an orderly and seven rurales 
made careful preparations. The com 
mander of the guard visited JIadero 
and Suarez in their quarters and in 
formed them of the government's or 
ders. They were in bed. They arose 
dressed and were escorted to the court 
yard of the palace, where the automo 
bile and the mounted guard of ruralef 
were waiting. 


When the guard left the palace wit] 


the prisoners there were no signs o 
disorder or of the presence of rebels 
It was a bright night. The moon fur 
nished a clear light and the guard was 
able to survey the route before them 
The journey was without incident un 
til tbe auto arrived within a short dis 
tance of the penitentiary, where five 
men leaped from the gloom of an al 
leyway crying "Viva Madero." Thej 
began shooting immediately at the 
guards in the leading .auto. 
Major 


Cardenas drew his revolver and dis 
charged it at the attacking party. The 
rurales opened fire with their carbines 
Almost at once the attackers were re 
inforced by perhaps thirty armed men 
who came running from side streets 
all shouting "Viva Madero" or "Viva 
Suarez," and all firing upon the two 
autos. 


The prisoners were killed almost at 


the outset of the fight. The govern- 
ment's statement says that the Mader- 
istas turned a heavy fire upon the car 
in which Madero and Suarez were rid- 
ing, and that the car was damaged by 
bullets. Each of the prisoners -was hit 
by many bullets. 
Major Cardenas's 


rurales charged the attacking party 
and dispersed them after several min- 
utes of short range firing. 


Huerta Government on Trial. 


Pending a full investigation of the 


circumstances surrounding the killing 
of Madero and Suarez, the foreign dip- 
lomats stationed in Mexico have de- 
clined to meet the officers of the new 
government. Ambassador Wilson re- 
quested the Mexican minister for for- 
eign affairs, Senor De La-Barra, to 
postpone the reception to the diplo- 
matic corps, which was to have been 
held today, until the death of the de- 
posed officers has 'been cleared up. 
That the Huerta government has been 
thus virtually put on trial to exculpate 
itself from complicity in the killing of 
Madero and Suarez, is the interpreta- 
tion put upon Ambassador Wilson's 
action here. It was also regarded as 
extremely significant of the skepti- 
cism with which the disclaimer of the 
provisional government of any connec- 
tion with the killing of the former 
president and vice president, has been 
received. It was recalled here, that 
similar action was taken by the diplo- 
matic corps at Belgrade when the king 
and queen of Servia .were murdered 
in their beds by a group of army offi- 
cers stationed at the court

stage um nugers than the historic Plaza 
de la Constitution, the largest open 
space in the City of Mexico. Upon this 
front the most important buildings of 
tlif capital, in themselves combining 
memories or the past glories and great 
events of the country. In its day, 400 
years n.-o. the geographical center of 
the great Aztec capital of Tenocbtitlan. 
the plaza, also known as the Plaza de 
Armas, the Plaza Mayor, the Plaza de 
la Catedral and the Zocalo—has wit- 
nessed scores of stirring events. The 
most tragic feature of the present con- 
flict, perhaps, is tlmt it threatens de- 
struction to some of the most distin- 
guished monuments of Mexico's great- 
ness. Mnks in the chain of tradition 
which binds this Mexico of recurrent 
revolt and modern aspiration with the 
days of the Conquistadores. of^Cortes 
aud Alvarado. 


Temple of Azteo Gad. 


On this Plaza de la Constitution 


stood the teocalli or temple of Uuitzilo- 
pochtli. the Aztec god of war, and part 
of it was included in the gardens sur- 
rounding the enormous palace of Mon- 
tczuma. the Aztec emperor. Converg- 
ing canals crossed its surface, inter- 
secting it with impassable barriers. 
Here in I."i21 was fought one of the 
most sanguinary battles between the 
Spaniards and the natives, and after 
the 
fall of Nonochtitlan before the 


miKlif of Cortes' jirms the Spaniards 
reveng<ii themselves for all their suf 
ferings by wrecking the massive tem- 
ples and palac-os tlmt ringed the square 
and using the material thus obtaiued to 
till in the canals. As it stands today, in 
fact, the plaza is a depository of quaint 
Aztec sculptures, which every now and 
[hen are brought to light by the pick 
3f the laborer. 


Here in the plaza, after the Spanish 


rule had been set up. the gallows wns 
built and the dread auto-de-fe of the 
inquisition was held. 
On Sept 27. 


ISiM. Ancnslin de Iturbide rode into 
the square at the head of his victorious 
army and was cheered as a liberator, 
and on the night of May 18, 1822. he 
aud his wife crossed the square to the 
cathedral to be crowned first Christian 
emperor ami empress of Mexico. 
In 


this vicinity centered the great revolu- 
tionary ri.it (if December, 1828, and the 
American troops bivouacked in the 
plaza in 1S4T. during the occupation by 
Scott's army. In 1S(!4 it was the cen- 
ter of the gay events of Maximilian's 
brief reigu. and here. too. on June 21. 
1SG7, Porfirio Diaz was welcomed as a 
liberator, even as was Iturbide. And 
so it went through the rest of the ceu 
tury. 


The Palacio Nacional. 


The Palacio Xacional extends "silong 


the entire eastern side of the plazn. 
with n frontage of «575 feet, and occn 
pies an entire city block. It is a gigan- 
tic mass of buildings, two stories high, 
with thick and ponderous walls, pierced 
by a dozen or more patios and gate- 
ways, and housing a dozen or so of tur 
government offices as well as a mn 
seiim, galleries of records and suits ot 
state apartments. An army could be 
bidden away in tbe hundreds of echo- 
ing rooms and corridors contained in 
its labyrinthine balk, and its walls are 
impervious to all bat toe heavy cannon. 
A part of the extreme rear of tbe pile 
constructed of a peculiar pink native 
stone was hullt by Cortes.

In peace, as the recent outbreak proves. 
His rule has been for two years and Is 
generally believed to have been incom- 
petent. 


General Diaz, forty-four years old. is | 


a nephew of that iron dictator Por- i 
firio Diaz. The younger man is said I 
to have all the traits of his famed uu- j 
cle, with a few additional qualities lit- j 
ting him to leadership. 
He is said 


among other things, to' possess a 
charmed life, just as bis uncle has. 
Both have been under fire many times, 
their escapes from bullets fired point 
blank nud from other perilous predic- 
aments being parallel. 


General Diaz escaped from prison 


several times besides the recent oc- 
casion when his followers stormed the 
prison and rescued him. 


RiM of Madero. 


When Mexico's Iron man, Porflrio 


Diaz, turned a deaf ear to the rum- 
blings of discontent and set himself 
up for the presidency once more, after 
having been virtually a dictator for 
twenty-six years, few were courageous 
enough to Interpose themselves be- 
tween the dictator and bis ambition. 


The bravest of the few was a young 


man who had won merit as a mathe- 
matician, poet philosopher and au- 
thor; who had-been a planter and a 
winemaker; who had all his life been 
a dreamer, an idealist. 
. Early In 1910 this yonng man, whose 
name was Francisco Indalecla Made- 
ro. raised bin voice so loudly that all 
Mexico listened. The quiet scholar 
dared more than the soldier enemies 
of the dictator. 


He took Us life in his bands and an- 


nounced he was a candidate for the 
presidency. So certain were President 
Diaz and his- adherents of their: bold 
upon the government that they re- 
garded yonng Madero as a crack brain- 
ed but harmless agitator. 


Charged WKh Insanity. 


The Mexican people were told that 


the Madero family was tainted with 
Insanity and that Francisco possessed 
the delusion that the soul of Father 
Hidalgo, the liberator of Mexico, had 
entered his body. 


The worm learned differently within 


two years, when the aged Diaz fled 
from his country, took ship for Europe 
and heard: as he. went the cannon 
booming salutes for the triumphant 
Madero, provisional president of Mex- 
ico. 


Madero was born.Oct 4.1873, on the 


Hacienda del Hondo, in the state ot 
Coahulla, In northern- Mexico. His 
family was one of the inchest and 
greatest landholder^ In tie country.

Young Madero was sent abroad to 


study. 
He was first a student at a 


college at Versailles. France. Later he 
took courses at the commercial high 
school in Paris In 1S92 and 1803.

He 
made a special study of rubber and cot- 
ton planting, fitting himself for the 
.task of looking after some 10,000,000 
acres composed mostly of rubber and 
cotton plantations.

Dream of Liberty. 
'-^ 


When be returned to his home he set- 


tled down to be a planter, but the 
dream of freeing the peons and of lift- 
ing them from virtual slavery obsess- 
ed him. 


By writing and speeches he tried to 


Instill in. the laboring Mexican a sense 
of justice, of equality, of liberty and 
of self respect. Quietly, though con- 
stantly spied on by the secret agents 
of the Diaz government, young Madero 
strove to stir the natives of the north- 
era states to resist the tyrannies of 
the Diaz regime. 


The abuses that Madero preached 


against were principally the maladmin- 
istration of Diaz, the heavy taxes, the 
cruelty practiced on the defenseless 
peasantry by the federal tax collectors, 
the throttling of the press, the greed 
of Diax's followers, who were making 
millionaires of themselves at the ex- 
pense of the people, and the never end- 
ing dictatorship that Diaz had clamped 
upon the country.

DEEPLY SHOCKED 


It Was Expected Madero's 


Life Would Be Spared, 


EXPLANATIONS ARE IN ORDER 


So General Is the Belief That Huerta 


Government Was Behind "Street 
Fight" Which Resulted in Killing of 
Deposed President and Vice Presi- 
dent, That Only Most Convincina 
Statements to the Contrary Will Be 
Accepted. 
Washington, Feb. 24:—Washington 


officialdom was most deeply shocked 
to learn of the killing of Francisco Ma- 
dero and Pino Suarez. deposed presi- 
dent and vice president of the country, 
in the streets ot Mexico City. The 
word came from. President Taft, how- 
ever, that the killing of Madero and 
Suarez, deplorable as the administra- 
tion regards it, afforded no basis for 
any change in the policy of the United 
States with regard to the Mexican sit- 
uation. 


Though the United States govern- 


ment had expressed to the Huerta gov- 
ernment in Mexico its earnest hope 
that Madero would not be executed by 
any summary or illegal process and 
that his life might be spared, this ex- 
pression was not made in the form of 
a demand for the preservation of Ma- 
dero's 'life. 


The belief that Madero and Suarez 


were killed as the result of a plot ot 
which those associated with the pres- 
ent government were-cognizant is so 
general here that it is certain the 
Huerta government will have to make 
a most convincing statement of the 
affair if the current opinion is to be 
reversed. 


That the Mexican government will 


be severely censured by public opin- 
ion in the United States for permit- 
ting Madero to be killed while a pris- 
oner, e\en though itself not in a plot 
for his death, was predicted here. Just 
as the execution of Gustavo Madero 
alienated from the new government in 
Mexico much of the sympathy which 
it had enjoyed in Washington, so the 
killing of Madero and Suarez, it is de- 
clared, will lower Mexico even further 
in the opinion of the United States. 
It is recognized that it is no real con- 
cern of the United States what Mex- 
ico does with her public men and that 
the killing of Madero does not justify 
the adoption of any strong measures 
by the United States, yet on the other 
hand it is believed his death will do 
much to prepare public opinion for in- 
tervention in Mexican affairs at some 
future time. 
At the war and navy departments it 


was declared that the situation re- 
mains unchanged as far as prepara- 
tions for operations against Mexico 
are concerned. No additional move- 
ment of troops has been ordered, it 
was stated, and no ships or marines 
have been changed in station. 


That the efforts of the Taft admin- 


istration will be largely confined to 
preparing the situation for the incom- 
ing administration to take over with 
the least possible disturbance and dan- 
ger is now generally known and un- 
derstood here. 
No further develop- 


ments are expected beyond precau- 
tionary measures between now and 
March 4.
